Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stateof Minnesota:

Secrron 1. That section number fifty of chapter
sixty-six of the general statutes be amended to read as
follows: -

The publication shall be made in a newspaper printed
"and published in the county where the action is
brought (and if there is no such newspaper in the
county then in a newspaper printed and published in
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an adjoining county,.and if there iz no such newspaper .

in an adjoining county, then in a newspaper printed
and published at the capital of the state) once in each
week for six consecutive weeks, and the service of the
summons shall be deemed complete at the expiration
of the time prescribed for publication as aforesaid.

Sec. 2. That the second subdivision of section two
hundred and eighty-five of said chapter be amended
80 as to read as follows:

Second—When real property is sold upon judgment
decree or execution on a similar notice, describing the
property with sufficient certainty to.enable a person
of common understanding to identify it, it shall be post~
ed for six weeks successively in three public places of
the county where the property or some part thereofis
sitnated, and a copy thereof shall be published once
a week for the same period in a newspaper printed
and published in the county, if there is one, or if there
is none, then in a newspaper printed and published in
an adjoining county, and if there is no such newspaper,
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then in a newspaper printed and published at the cap-
ital of the state.

Sko. 8. Thie act shall take effect and be in force
from and after ifs passage.

'Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola:

Secrron 1. That when the heirs of a deceased per-
son are proper parties defendant to any action relating
to real property in this state, and when the names and
residences of such heirs are unknown, such heirs may
be proceeded against under the name and title of “The
unknown heirs ” of the deceased.

SEc. 2. -Upon presenting an affidavit to the court
or judge showing to his satisfaction that the heirs of
such deceased person are proper parties to the action,
and that their names and residences cannot with use
of reasonable diligence be ascertained, such court or
judge may grant an order that service of the summons
in such action be made on such “unknown heirs” by
publication thereof in the same manner as in actions
against non-resident defendants.
